about 


eight inches long, nailed to the cover 
so that they are about two inches 
apart, the lower ends resting 
upon 


the box wiich forms the support ol 
the pan. 


In order to drink from the pan it 


will be necessary for the 
fowls 
to 


Insert their heads between these strips 
of lath. The cover over the pan and 
the strips of lath at the sides prevents 
the fowl from fouling the water in anj 
manner except in the act of drinking

Surprise Was Failure.
